KILLS 3 RARIES 


Woman Found Two Miles From 
Home In Com Field. 


SUE IS FBOBABLY DEMENTED 


Four-Months-Old Twins Drowned In 
Pump Box and Boy Shot on Farm 
Near Pitman, N. J. 


Three children of Jacob Powell, a 
farmer, near Pitman, N. J., were slain 
and 
their mother, accused 
of 
the 
crime, bas been arrestfd. 
It was iivst believed by the Glouces­ 
ter county authorities that, af*or the 
slaying of the little ones, the woman 
had ended her own life. 
She was traced to Prickett's Pond 
and the water was drained off, but no 
body was found. 
Later Deputy SheriIY Pedrick and 
several searchers found the woman 
hiding in a cornfield about two miles 
from her home. She was arrested and 
taken to the Woodbury jail, pending 
an inquest. 
Samuel and Augusta, twins, four 
months old on August 5, were drown­ 
ed in a pump box in a shed attached 
to the house. They had been carried 
from a cot in a bedroom upstairs and 
after their death they were placed in 
a baby coach in the dining room. 
James Steward Powell, four years 
old, was shot to death, lie was taken 
from his bed and the shooting occur­ 
red In the yard. 
Hlsr bod> • 
* found on a couch In 
the dining 
room, 
carefully covered. 
The gun was replaced in a bedroom. 
All the slain children were in their 
nightgowns. 
The garments of the 
twins were wet and it Is the belief 
of the authorities that the pump box 
wns filled with water and, that they 
were held under It until they ceased 
to struggle. 
The boy, James, was shot through 
the body with a charge from a single- 
barreled shotgun. 
The charge enter­ 
ed the abdomen on the left side at 
the border of the ribs and came out 
at the back of the shoulder. 
The fact that the dead twins were 
placed in the baby coach and the body 
of the older boy on the couch leads 
to the belief that the murderer tried 
to 
convey 
the 
impression that all 
theee were asleep. 
The only other occupants 
of 
the 
house beside the mother and slain 
children wore Ellison Powell, nine, a 
brother of the little victims, and his 
cousin, Leonard Gelssel, fifteen, of 
Woodbury, who had been helping In 
the farm work. 
Neither 
of 
these boys, who were 
sleeping together, or the elder couple 
heard 
any 
disturbance during the 
night. 
Jacob Powell, father of the 
children said that he left home to 
bring a load of produce to Philadel­ 
phia. 
“I did not take a lunch with me," 
he said, "because my wife said that 
I could get something when I came 
back home. 
She seemed 
In 
better 
spirits than she had been for some 
time. 
"From the time the twins were born 
on April 5, my wife had been melan­ 
choly. 
Soon after the nurse left, she 
said she was going to kill herself and 
the babies. 
We watched her closely. 
Lately she seemed to t>e Improving 
rapidly. 
"There seems to be only one thing 
to believe and that Is that she be­ 
came demented during the night"

Startling Defects Develop 


in Rigorous Aviation Tests 


for Air Service in Army 


That a startling percentage of men 


now being accepted for air service 


2 hidden physical weaknesses that 


may prove their undoing is indicated 
by new scientific tests that have been 
made on a large number of newly en- 
listed airmen, says John Anson Ford 
in Popular Mechanics Magazine. These 
tests, which reveal so much of vital 
import for our armies, have been made 
f>y a Chicago specialist, C.ipt. Charles 
Moore Robertson of the Medical Re- 
serve corps, who has fitted up for the 
purpose a cabinet in which each flier- 
to-be was placed and subjected to at- 
mospheric conditions identical, so far 
as pressure Is concerned, with those 
obtam'ng in fljing, the air being rare- 
fled bj moans of a powerful pump. 


Each man was examined both "before 


and after beintf confined in the cabinet, 
oach examination consisting in taking 
tho blood pressure, ascertaining the 
muscle tone by measuring tho dura- 
tion of one nerve impulse with a djna- 
raometor and stop watch, and in re- 
volving the subject in a pivoted chair. 


The records show that the first ex- 


aminations gave no indication of the 
condition that would exist after the 
"flight," over 23 per cent of the men 
proving unfit, according to these tests. 
For this reason It is strongly contended 
that a most serious mistake is being 
made in accepting men for air service 
inoroly or. t^ basis o<" a phj-sical ex- 
amination made without taking Into 
account the effect of sudden changes of 
air pressure.

Romu­ 
lu s reduced it to 31 and Nuiua to 30 
days: So It stood for several centuries, 
fc was restored to 81 days by Julius 
Cac*sar, who felt a personal interest 
fa Quintllis, as it was his birth month. 
After the death of Caesar, who had 
farfrnly reformed the calendar, Mark 
Anthony changed the name to July in 
fconor of the family of Caesar. It Is 
paid “this month was selected for this 
distinction when the sun was most po- 
kent to denote that Julius was the em­ 
peror of the world and therefore the 
appropriate leader of one-half of the 
fear.” 
The Saxons caled July the “hay 
month,” because the hay was usually 
mowed in that month.

During 30 Years. 


In a period of 30 years, William Acker-

This, too, Is answered from another Red Cross package containing the 
cigarettes, pipe and tobacco. 
The arrival is then given a post card addressed to the prisoners’ relief 
bureau at Berne. This card gives tiie Red Cross facts which it communicates 
to the prisoner's family in America. The card adds a new name to the list of 
military and civil prisoners to whom the American Red Cross each week 
«ends 20 pounds of bread, meat, fish, dried fruit, vegetables, sugar, coffee, 
tea, etc. 
The card also gives the sizes of shoes and garments the prisoner wears 
00 that uniforms or other clothing can be supplied. Smokers receive regular 
packages of tobacco. 
These shipments are made from tho vast stores which the Red Cross has 
collected at Berne for the relief of captured Americans in Germany, enough 
to maintain 22,000 Americans for six months. 
No American prisoner needs anything beyond what is being supplied to 
him except spending money. In fact, Franklin Abbott, director of the depart­ 
ment of prisoners* relief, urges relatives of captured men not to attempt to 
«end them parcels. 
•‘But do the American prisoners get these Red Cross shipments?” is a 
question asked frequently. 
“They do,” is Mr. Abbott’s positive answer. 
“The American Red Cross 
has means of n\aking certain that the prisoners get what is sent. 
Every 
package calls for return of a receipt signed by the prisoner. 
“If any one fails to acknowledge a package, an immediate inquiry is 
Btarted. 
If the package miscarried, the International Red Cross, through 
neutral agencies in Germany, iinds out what became of the shipment. 
•‘We have a similar committee for army prisoners at Tuehel in charge of 
Sergeant Halyburton. These stocks arc not large, just a few hundred par­ 
cels, but we maintain these stocks at a point where we believe.they will 
feed any reasonable number of prisoners until the weekly shipments from 
Berne come through.”

his sirtall flock In the back yard. Oil 
theliasis of two hens to each member 
of the family, according to the depart­ 
ment of agriculture, this will give 20 
dozen eggs in a year to each person, 
which amount Is about halfway be­ 
tween the general average of farm and 
city consumption. No back yard poul­ 
try keeper should be satisfied with less 
than this. 
Every back yard poultry 
keeper should try to get as much more 
as possible. 
To provide an egg a day for each 
person, two hens would have to lay 
183 eggs each per year. This is by no 
means an impossible average for small 
flocks. It is perhaps not too much to 
say that in cases where the person at­ 
tending the flock is practically "on 
the jufo” a!! the time, that is, in a posi­ 
tion to look after the wants of the 
birds three or more times a day, an 
average of better than 13 dofcew eggs 
per hen can easily be secured, if the 
hens are mature and in good condition 
at the start, and have the vitality to 
carry them through a jraar of heavy 
j laying.

DESCRIBES BRUTAL 
GERMAN PRISONS 


French Soldier Tells How Huns 
Fed Prisoners Food Even 
Dogs Refused. 


TREATED WORSE THANBEASTS 


Rendered Half Insane by Hunger Men 
Fight Among Themselves for 
Scraps of Food-—Sawdust 
and Straw in Bread. 


Bangor, Me.—In contrast with the 
anxiety or willingness of the German 
soldier to fall captive to the allies, so 
often manifested, is the declaration of 
Gaston Julian Defoirdt of Woonsocket, 
It. I., now visiting relatives here, that 
he would much rather die fighting on 
the front line than to go through such 
pains and miseries as he endured in 
two years spent in a German prison 
camp. 
Defoirdt, who is twenty-four 
and well educated, was visiting in 
France when the war came and very 
soon he wTas in the ranks. On the sec­ 
ond day of his service at the front he 
ivas wounded in the left ear by a frag­ 
ment of shrapnel and three days later 
he w’as taken prisoner. 
With many other prisoners he was 
sent to the rear, and there they were 
loaded like so many cattle into freight 
cars and started on a seven days* ride 
to the prison camp at Altengrabow. 
“At every way station where the 
train stopped,” says Defoirdt, “the 
German people gathered round ‘and 
threw stones and spat in our faces. 
We were subjected to ail sorts of in­ 
sults. Many of us were wTounded, yet 
we got no attention whatever, being 
given scarcely food enough to keep us 
alive and made to sleep on the floors 
of the dirty freight cars. 
“When finally we found ourselves In 
the German prison camp conditions 
were worse rather than better. There 
were about 25,000 men at Altengrabow, 
all nationalities mingled. 
We were 
guarded by German soldiers who had 
been incapacitated for service at the 
front and who on account of their 
wounds were revengeful toward us. 
Dogs Refused Prison Fare. 
“It would be difficult to picture In 
words the awful conditions prevailing 
in that camp. Our diet consisted for 
the most part of hot water and de­ 
rayed vegetables—they called it soup. 
Sometimes wfe wfere given herbs mixed 
with grass to eat. 
Under such treat­ 
ment the strongest men soon fell sick 
ind were scarcely able to move about. 
The smell of this soup often was so 
nauseating that men held their noses 
while eating it. Dogs would take one 
sniff at it and refuse to eat. 
At times the men became so des­ 
perately hungry that they caught and 
ate rats and even ft dog. Occasionally 
we were given herring broth, made by 
boiling whole, uncleaned herrings Into

a thin liquid, the heads, bones and 
scales of the fishes being served with 
the rest. One of the prisoners was op­ 
erated on for appendicitis after his 
transfer and four herring heads were 
found lodged in Ills intestines. 
“I have seen prisoners, rendered half 
Insane by hunger, fighting among them­ 
selves for bits of food. 
If one’s ra­ 
tions wrere stolen or taken from him by 
force and he complained to the guard 
the answer would be: ‘Why, are you 
not all friends—allies? 
Surely there 
can be nothing to complain of/ When 
the neutral commission would visit the 
camps the prisoners would be given a 
short cut of frankfurter sausage and 
a lump of bread, so that it might ap­ 
pear that they wrere fairly well fed.

I refused to work in a muni* 
lions factory and was tied to a post 
for three hours. 
One group of prh* 
oners who persistently 
refused to 
work were told that they would be 
shot and were placed under a special 
guard. At the end of 11 days, during 
which they momentarily expected to 
be executed, they were told that their 
lives would be spared. 
“While In prison I slept on the same 
cot for 18 months and in all that time 
the straw was not changed. 
When I 
left the straw was as fine as dust and 
alive with vermin. 
After 18 month! 
at Altengrabow I was transferred to 
Mersburg. After an exchange of pris­ 
oners had been effected I wTas taken to 
Constance, where I was provided with 
a new suit of clothes and wfas well fed 
and kindly treated for eight days be­ 
fore being turned over to the allies. I 
suppose this was done in the hope that 
in my new comfort and the joy at be­ 
ing released I might forget the past. 
“In Switzerland I was taken In 
charge by the Red Cross and kept in 
the hospital there for 14 months. Had 
the Germans given me proper treat* 
ment for my wound I would have re* 
covered in a few weeks; as It was, 
aft*r years of neglect, dirt, semistar­ 
vation and hard work, I was in sucb 
condition when released that for a 
time my life was despaired of. Even 
now, after the best efTorts of the Red 
Crjpss physicians and nurses, the left 
side of my face is partially paralyzed 
and I can see but little with my left 
eye.”

How Prisoners of War Are Cared for by U. S. Red Cross Agents 


Eat: Eat! Eat! 
That's \\liat every captured American proceeds to do when ho reuches 


the prison camp at Brandenburg, Germany, to which naval captives are tent 
by Germany. 


When the prisoner arrive*! after a Ion? jounioy to a Gorman port and 


through the Limlnirg concentration prison, lie is met by Chief Gunner's Male 
James Delaney and three other American prisoners v»ho constitute Die Amer- 
ican help committee of the American lied Cross in Brandeuburg Camp, ubout 
20 miles from Berlin. 


To meet ju'-t suih n contingency tlie American Red Cross from its prison- 


er's relief varehoiiM? at Berne has sent this committee a «tock of emergency 
food parcels and supplies of clothing and various comforts, such as soap, 
brushes, towels, etc. 


There are no speeches of -welcome—for the men are anything but wel- 


come—just a gobd American handshake, and the committee hands over 'a Red 
Cross parcel containing ten pounds of real American "eats." 


Most of the food is cooked and ready to be wolfed by u man who has his 


own opin'on about the sustaining powers of thin .soup. 
When finally the 


sailor stretches and sighs the sigh of the well fed, the committee shoots its 
first question. 


"Smoke:-" 
This, too, is answered from another Red Cross package containing the 


cigarettes, pipe and tobacco. 


The arrival is then given n post card addressed to the prisoners' relief 


bureau at r.trnc. This card gnes the lied Cross facts which it communicates 
to the prisoner's family in Ameiicii. The card adds a new name to the list of 
military and civil prisoners to vliom the American Ited Cross each week 
eends 20 pounds of bread, meat, fish, dried fruit, vegetables, sugar, coffee, 
tea, etc. 
The card also gives the sixes of shoes and garments the prisoner wears 


BO that uniforms or other clothing can be supplied. Smokers receive regular 
packages of tobacco. 


These shipments are made from the vast sfoies which the Red Cross has 


collected at Berne for the relief of captured Americans in Germany, enough 
to maintain 22,000 Americans for six months. 


No American prisoner needs anytl.-ng beyond v\hat is being supplied to 


him except spending money. In fact, Franklin Abbott, director of the depart- 
ment of prisoners' relief, urges relatives of captured men not to attempt to 
Bend them parcels. 


"But do the American prisoners get these Red Cross shipments?" is a 


question asked frequently. 


"They do," is Mr. Abbott's positive answer. "The American Red Cross 


has means of nxaking certain that the prisoners get what is sent. 
Every 


package calls for return of a receipt signed by the prisoner. 


"If any one fails to acknowledge a package, an immediate inquiry is 


started. If the package miscarried, the International Red Cross, through 
neutral agencies in Germany, finds out what became of the shipment. 


"We have a similar committee for anny prisoners at Tuchel In charge of 


Sergeant Halyburton. These stocks are not large, just a few hundred par- 
cels, but v\e maintain these stocks at a point where we believe.they will 
feed any reasonable number of prisoners until the weekly shipments from 
Berne come through."

Each Hen Should Produce 


Ten Dozen Eggs Per Year 


The average novince can reasonably 


expect to get an average of at least 
ten dozen oggs per hen per year from 
his pirinll flock in the back yard. On 
theTSnsis of two hens to each member 
of the family, according to the depart- 
ment of agriculture, this will give 20 
dozen eggs In a year to each person, 
which amount Is about halfway be- 
tween the general average of farm and 
city consumption. No back yard poul- 
try keeper should be satisfied with less 
1han this. Every back yard poultry 
keeper should try to get as much more 
as possible. 


To provide an egg a day for each 


person, two hens would have to lay 
183 eggs each per year. This is by no 
means an impossible average for small 
flocks. It is perhaps not too much to 
say thnt in cases where the person at- 
tending the flock Is practically "on 
the Soft" si! the time, that Is, In a posi- 
tion to look nf'er the wants ot the 
birds three or more times a day, an 
average of better than 13 dossil eggs 
per hen can easily be secured, if the 
hens are mature and in good condition 
at the start, and have the vitality to 
carry them through • yenr of heavy 
laying.

Dogs Refused. 


TREATED WORSE THAN BEASTS 


Rendered Half Insane by Hunger Men 


Fight Among Themselves for 


Scraps of Food—Sawdust 


and Straw in Bread. 


Bangor, Me.—In contrast with the 


anxiety or willingness ol the German 
soldier to fall captive to the allies, so 
Dften manifested, is the declaration of 
Gaston Julian Defoirdt of Woonsocket, 
li. I., no\v visiting relatives here, that 
lie would much rather die fighting on 
the front line than to go through such 
pains and miseries as he endured in 
two years spent in a German prison 
camp. 
Defoirdt, who is twenty-four 


and well educated, was •sisiting in 
France vshen the v>ar came and very 
soon he was in the ranks. On the sec- 
ond day of his service at the front he 
« as wounded in the left ear by a frag- 
ment of shrapnel and three days later 
he was taken prisoner. 


With many other prisoners he was 


sent to the rear, and there they were 
loaded like so many cattle Into freight 
cars and started on a seven days' ride 
to the prison camp at Altengrabow. 


"At every way station where the 


train stopped," says Defoirdt, "the 
German people gathered round 'and 
threw stones and spat in our faces. 
We were subjected to all sorts of in- 
pults. Many of us were wounded, yet 
we got no attention whatever, being 
given scarcely food enough to keep us 
alive and made to sleep on the floors 
of the dirty freight cars. 


"When finally we found ourselves in 


the German prison camp conditions 
were worse rather than better. There 
were about 25,000 men at Altengrabow, 
all nationalities mingled. 
We were 


guarded by German soldiers who had 
been Incapacitated for service at the 
front and who on account of their 
wounds were revengeful toward us. 


Dogs Refused Prison Fare. 


"It would be difficult to picture in 


words the awful conditions prevailing 
In that camp. Our diet consisted for 
the most part of hot water and de- 
cayed vegetables—they called it soup. 
Sometimes we were given herbs mixed 
with grass to cat. Under such treat- 
ment the strongest men soon fell sick 
and were scarcely able to move about. 
The smell of this soup often was so 
nauseating that men held their noses 
while eating it. Dogs would take one 
sniff at it and refuse to eat. 


At times the men became so des- 


oerately hungry that they caught and 
ate rats and even a dog. Occasionally 
\\e were given herring broth, made by 
boiling whole, uncleaned herrings into

1 
suppose this was done in the hope that 
in my new comfort and the joy at be- 
ing released I might forger the past. 


"In Switzerland I was taken io 


charge by the Red Cross and kept in 
the hospital there for 14 months. Ha,d 
the Germans given me proper treat- 
ment for my wound I would have re- 
covered in a few weeks; as it was, 
after years of neglect, dirt, seraJstar-- 
vation and hard work, I was in such 
condition when released that for a 
time my life was despaired of. Even 
now, 
after the best efforts of the Red 


Cr^jss physicians and nurses, the left 
side of my face is partially paralyzed 
and I can see but little with mv left 
eye."

Dear Father nod All:

We are now back 


in France aj-ain and tbia is the first 
chance I have had to write you for a-few 
daya as we have been traveling the last 
three or four days. We all hated to leave 
England as we were located in the suburb 
of London and we had some wondei fnl 
times. The people treated us just fine 
and I saw all of London that 1 poeeibly 
could. The following are a few of the 
places and things I saw: The Houses of 
Parliament which are on the Thames Riv- 
er, and Westminster Abbey which is 
across the street from Parliament. This 
Abbey has been standing since 1245. I 
also was in Hyde Park and Regents Park 
several times, and they are both iin« 
parks. I also was at Mdme. Trussauds 
where I saw the most wonderful exhibi- 
tion of wax figures there is to be seen 
anywhere.

Letter From Lieut, 
Warren J. Miller* 
The following letter from Lieut. War* 
ren J. Miller waa recelr«d last week by 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Geo. A. Miller, 
of Hatiovcr street. 
Somewhere in France, May 30, 1918. 
Dear Mother and all:— 
I guess you are wondering where I 
am and it dead or alive. 
1 am still kick* 
ing and the Gsrman did not get me yet, 
although they tried very hard on the way 
over. The boat we came over on was 
what I would call a “floating hotel." It 
sure was flneland 1 enjoyed the trip very 
very much. 
We sent two German sub­ 
marines to the bottom on the way over 
here. They were laying for us hut we 
got them first. The captain of the ship 
got very high honors fiom the King of 
England for the good work he has done. 
I could write enough to fill a book telling 
of some of the experiences but I don’t 
have the time, I will wait until I come 
home. I am enjoying the best of health 
and feeling fine as I have nothing to kick 
about, only I don’t like this country. 
Everything is way behind the times. The 
scenery here is beautiful and the land la 
all cultivated. To look over the country 
one wouldn’t think there was a war going 
on, but believe me, there is. and you 
should. If you will notice by the date 
this is Memorial Day, but it sounds more 
like the Fourth of July. We have lots of 
excitement every 
night, the German 
planes fly over here and serenade os by 
dropping bombs and when that happens 
it is time to hunt a hole, as they are very 
hard to dodge. 
We came thru part of 
England and it is a very nice country,but 
is away behind the times the same as this 
place. I had the pleasure of sleeping in 
a large castle, one that Julius Ceaser start­ 
ed to build and I tell you it was interest­ 
ing. I will tell you everything when I 
get back, that is, if Frits don’t get me. 
I have a great time trying to talk French, 
it is some job. I haye a book here and 
if I want to aak for something I must al 
ways look for the words in the book and 
then try to spit them out and make my* 
self understood. The French people are 
very nice to the American soldiers. The

service in the American flying corps on the Mexican border in 19^6, 
joins the British Royal Flying corps in Canada, and after a brief train- 
ing period is sent to France. He is assigned to a squadron in active 
service on the front. He engages in several hot Cghts with German 
flyers, from which he emerges victorious. Finally, in a fight with four 
German flyers, O'Brien is shot down. He falls 8,000 feet and, escaping 
death by a miracle, awakes to find himself a prisoner in a German 
hospital, with a bullet hole in" his mouth. After a few days iu the 
hospital, he is sent to a prison camp at Courtrai. 


CHAPTER V.—Continued. 


One man—and I think he was the 


smallest cater in the camp—WOD it on 
three successive days, but it was well 
•for him that his luck deserted him on 
the fourth day, for he probably would 
have been handled rather roughly by 
the rest of the crowd, who were grow- 
ing suspicious. 
But v»e handled the 


•drav, u.g ourselves and knew there was 
nothing crooked about it, so he was 
spared. 


\Ve were allowed to buy pears, and 


being small and very hard, they were 
•used as the_ stakes iu many a game. 
Uul the interest in these little games 


as keen as if the stakes had been 


piles of money Instead of two or thre^ 
liali-starved pears. No man was ever 
so reckless, however, in all the betting 
as to w ager his own rations. 


By the most scheming and sacrific- 


ing I ever did in my life I managed to 
.hoard two pieces of bread (grudgingly 
spared at the time from my daily ra- 
tions), but 1 was preparing for the day 
-when I should esc_ape—if I ever should. 
It was not a sacrifice easily made 
•either, but instead of eating bread I 
a.te pears until I finally got one piece 
of bread ahead; and when I could 
force raj self to stick to the pear diet 
iigain, I saved the other piece from 
t"iat day's allowance, and in days to 
come I had cause to cradit myself fully 
for the foresight. 


Yv'henever a new prisoner came ia 


•and his German hosts had satisfied 
themselves as to his life history and 
tak^n down all the details—that is all 
lie vould give them—he was immedi- 
ately surrounded by hfs fellow prison- 
ers, who were eager for any bit of 
Jiev~s or information he could possibly 
givp I horn, and as a rule he was glad 
to tell us, because, if he had been in 
the hinds of the Huns for any length 
•of time, he had seen very few English 
•officers. 


v 
Tho conditions of this prison were 


•bad enough when a man was in nor- 
mally good health, but it was barbar- 
ous to subject a wouadcd soldier to 
the hardships aud discomforts of the 
place. However, this was the fate of 
a poor private we discovered there one 
day in terrific pain, suffering from 
shrapnel in his stomach and back. All 
of us officers asked to have him sent 
to a hospital, but the doctors curtly 
refu&ed, saying it was against orders. 
So the poor creature went on sulfering 
from day to day and was still there 
when I left—another victim of Ger- 
.roan cruelty. 


At one time in this prison camp there 


v/ere a French maime, a French flying 
•officer, two Belgian soldiers, and of the 
United Kingdom one from Canada, two 
from England, three from Ireland, a 
couple" from Scotland, one from Wales, 
41 111 .in from South Africa, one from 
Alguria, and a New Zealander, the 
latter being from my own squadron, a 
man whom I thought had been killed, 
and be was equally surprised when 
brought into the prison to find me 
ihore. In addition there wore a Chi- 
narr.an and myself from the U. S. A. 


It was quite a cosmopolitan group, 


sind as. one typical Irishman 
said, 


•"Sure, and we have every nation that's 
Tvoilh mentioning, including the darn 
Germans v.ilh us whites." Of course 
this was not translated to the Ger- 
mans, nor vas it even spoken in their 
.hearing, or we probably would not 
Java had quite so cosmopolitan a bunch. 
lEach man in the prison was ready to 
uphold his native country in any argu- 
ment that could possibly be started, 
anrt it goes without saying that I never 
took a back scat in any of them "with 
;my rraise for America, with the Cana- 
dian and Chinaman chiming in oa m"y 
.side. 
But they were friendly argu- 


ments; we were all in the same boat 
.nn.1 that was no place for quarreling. 


Ev.-ry other morning, the weather

The German sol- 


diers we passed on thes'e occasions 
made no effort to hide their smiles 


a baih. There were two pools, 
for the German officers and one 
jie men. Although we were ofii-

ho rccn. \Vhiio we were in swim- 
; a Gi rman guard with a rifle 
;^s his knees feat at each corner of 
I.^l and watched us closely as 


and snsers. 


The Belgian people were apparent- 


ly very curious to see us, and they 
used to turn out in large numbers 
whenever the word was passed that 
we were out. 
At times the German 


guards would strike the women and 
;hildren who crowded too close to us. 
One day I smiled and spoke to a 
prc-tty girl, and when she, replied, a 
German made a run for her. Luckily 
she stepped into the house before he 
reached her, or I am afraid ray salu- 
tation vrould have resulted seriously 
for her and I would have been power- 
less to havo assisted her. 


Whenever we passed a 
Belgian 


home or other building which had 
been wrecked by bombs by our airmen 
our guards made us stop a moment 
or two while th<?y passed sneering 
remarks among themselves. 


One of the most interesting souve- 


nirs I. have of ray imprisonment at 
Courtrai is a photograph of a group 
of us taken in the prison courtyard. 
The picture was made by one of the 
guards, who sold copies of it to those 
of us who were uble to pay his 
price—one mark apiece. 


As we faced the camera I suppose 


we all tried to look our happiest, but 
the majority of us, I am afraid, •were 
too sick at heart to raiso a smile, 
even for this occasion. 
One of our 


Ilun guards is shown in the picture 
seated at the table. I am standing 
directly behind him, attired in my fly- 
ing tunic, which they allowed me to 
wear all the time I was in prison, as 
is the usual custom with prisoners of 
war. 
Three of the Biitish officers 


shown in the picture, in jthe fore- 
ground, are clad ia "shorts." 


Through all my subsequent adven- 


tures I was able to retain a punt of 
this interesting picture, aud although 
when I gaze at it now it only serves 
to increase my gratification at my ulti- 
mate escape, it fills me with regret to 
think that my i?ello»v prisoners were 
not so fortunate.. All of them by this 
tune are undoubtedly eating their 
lienrts up in the prison camps of in- 
terior Germany. Poor fellows! 


Despite the scanty fn.ro and the re- 


strictions we wore under in this prison, 
v. e did manage on one occasion to ar- 
range a regular banquet. The plan- 
ning which was necessary helped to 
pass the time. 


At this time there %vere eight of us. 


We decided that the principal thing 
we needed to make the affair a suc- 
cess was potatoes, aud I conceived a. 
plan to get them. Every other after- 
noon they took us for a walk in the 
country, and it occurred to me that 
it would be a comparatively simple 
mutter for us to pretend to be tired 
and sit down when \ve came to the 
first potato patch. 


It worked out nicely. 
"When we 


came to the first potato patch that 
afternoon, we told our guards that we 
wanted to rest a bit arid we were 
allowed to sit down. 
In the course 


oE the next five minutes each of us 
managed to get a potato or two. Be- 
ing Irish, I got six. 


When we got back to the prison, I 


managed to steal a handkerchief full 
of sugar, which, witn some apples that 
we were allowed to purchase, we eas- 
ily converted into a nort of jam. 


We now had pot^toca and jam, but 


no bread. 
It happened that the Ilun 


who had charge of the potatoes was 
a great musician. It was not very 
difficult to prevail upon him to play 
us sonic music, ard while he went out 
to get his zither I went into the bread 
pantry and stole a loaf of bread. 


Most of us had saved some butter | 


from the day before, and we used it 
to fry our potatoes. 
By bribing one 


of the guards, he bought some eggs for 
us. They cost 23 cents apiece, but wo 
were determined to make this banquet 
a success, no matter what it cost. 


The cooking was done by the prison 


cook, whom,' of course, we had to 
bribe. 


When the meal was ready to serve 


it consisted of scrambled eggs, fried 
potatoes, bread and jam, and a pitchei 


stretcher. For seveu days, he told us. 
ie had lain in a shell hole, wounded, 
and he was almost famished, and we 
were mighty glad to share our. ban- 
quet with him. 


We called on each man for a speech, 


and one might have thought that we 
were at a first-class club meeting. A 
few days after that our party was 
broken up and some of the men, I sup- 
pose, I shall never see again. 


One of ihe souvenirs of my adven- 


ture is a check given me during this 
banquet" 
by Lieut. James Henry 


Dickson of the Tenth Royal Irish Fu- 
sileers, a fellow prisoner. It was for 
20 francs and was made payable to 
the order of "Mr. Pat O'Brien. 2nd 
Lieut." 
Poor Jim forgot to scratch 


out 
the 
"London" 
and 
substitute 


"Courtrai" on the date line, hut its 
value as a souvenir is just as great. 
When he gave it to me he had no idea 
that I would have an opportunity so 
soon afterward to cash it in person, 
although I am quite sure that what- 
ever financial reverses I may be des- 
tined to meet, my want will never be 
great enough to induce me to realize 
on that check. 


There was one subject that was 


talked about iu this prison whenever 
conversation lagged, and I suppose it 
is the same in other prisons too. What 
were the chances of escape. 


Every man seemed to have a differ- 


ent idea and one way, I suppose, was 
about as impracticable as 
another. 


None of us ever expected to get a 
chance to put our ideas-Into execution, 
but it was interesting speculation, and 
anyway one can never tell what op- 
portunities might present themselves. 


One suggestion was that we disguise 


ourselves as women. "O'Brien would 
stand a better chance disguised as a 
aorse!" declared another, referring to 
the fact that ray height (I am six feet 
two inches) would make me more con- 
spicuous as a woman than as a man. 


Another suggested that we steal a 


German Gotha—a type of 
airplane 


used fo- loag-distance bombing. It is 
these machines which are used for 
bombing London. 
They are manned 


by three men, one sitting in front with 
a machine gun, the pilot sitting behind 
him and an observer sitting in the rear 
with another ma-chine gun. 
We fig- 


ured that, at a pinch, perhaps, seven 
or eight of us could make our escajse 
in a single machine. They have two 
motors of very high horse power, fly 
very high and make wonderful speed. 
But we had no chance to put this idea 
to the test. 


I worked out another plan by which 


I thought I might have a chance If I 
could ever get into one of the German 
airdromes. I would conceal mjsclf in 
one of the hangars, wait until one of 
the German machines started out, and 
as he taxied along the ground I would 
rush out, shout at the top of my voice 
and point excitedly at his wheels. This, 
I figured, v ould cause the pilot to stop 
and get out to see what was wrong. 
By that time I would be up to him, and 
as he stooped over to inspect the ma- 
chine, I could knock him senseless, 
jump info the machine and be over the 
lines before the Huns could make up 
their rninds just what had happened. 


It 
was a fine dream, but my 


chance was not to come that way. 


There wore dozens of other ways 


which we considered. One man would 
be for endeavoring to make his way 
right 
through the 
lines. 
Another 


thought the safest plan would be lo 
swim some river that crossed the linos. 


The idea of making one's way to 


(•Holland, a neutral country, occurted 


to everyone, but the one groat obstacle 
iu that direction, we all realized, was 
the great barrier of barbed and elec- 
trically charged wire which guards «>•• - 
ery foot of the frontier between Bel- 
gium and Holland, and which is closely 
watched by the German sentries. 


This barrier was a three-fold affair. 


It consisted first of a barbed wire wall 
six feet high. Six feet beyjnd that 
was a nine-foot wall of wire power- 
fully charged 
with 
electricity. 
To 


touch it meant electrocution. Boyoud 
that, at a distance of six feet, was 
another wall of barbed wire six feet 
high. 


Beyond the barrier lay Holland and 


liberty, but how to get there was a 
problem which none of us could solve 
and few of us over expected to have 
a caance to try. 


Mine came sooner than I expected. 


of tny llfo If I could hare gotten away 
then and fooled that Huu—he was so 
cocksure. 


Later we were marched to the train 


that was to convey us to Germany. It 
consisted 
of some twelve coaches, 


eleven of those, containing troops going 
homo on leave, and Hit- twelfth re- 
served for us. We were placed in a 
fourth-class compartment 
with old, 


hard, wooden seats, a filthy floor and 
no lights save a candle placed there 
by a sjuanl. There wore eight of us 
prisoners and four guards. 


As we sat in the coach we were an 


ohjoet of curiosity to the crowd who 
gathered at the station. 


"Hope you have a nice trip!" one of 


them .shouted sarcastically. 


''Drop mo a line when you got to 


Borlui. will you?" s-houtod another in 
broken English. 


"When shall we see you ac;ain?"

CHAPTER VI. 


A Leap for Liberty. 


I had been in prison at Courtrai 


nearly three weeks w hen, on the morn- 
ing of September 9th, I and six other 
officers were told that we were to be 
transferred to a prison camp in Ger- 
man y. 


One of the guards told me during the 


day that we were destined for a re- 
prisal camp in Strassburg. They were 
sending us there to keep our airmen 
from bombing the place. 


He explained that the English car- 


ried German officers on hospital ships 
for a similar purpose and he excused 
the German practice of torpedoing 
these vessels on the score that they 
also 
carried 
munitions! 
When 
I 


pointed out to him that France v>ould 
hardly be sending munitions to Eng- 
land, he lost interest in the argument. 


Some days before, I had made up my 


mind that it would be a very good 
thing to get hold of a map of Germany, 
which I knew was in the possession of 
one of the German interpreters, be- 
cause I realized that if ever the op- 
portunity came to make my escape, 
such a map might be of the greatest 
assistance to me. 


With the idea of stealing this map, 


accordingly, a lieutenant and I got in 
front of this interpreter's window one 
dny and engaged in a very hot argu- 
ment as to whether Heidelberg -was on 
the Rhine or not, and we argued back 
and forth so vigorously that the Ger- 
man came out of his room, map in 
hand, to settle it. After the matter 
was entirely settled to our satisfac- 
tion, he went back into his room and 
I watched where he put the map. 


When, therefore, I learned that I was 


on my way to Germany, I realized that 
it w as more important than ever for 
me to get that map, and with thejielp 
of my friend, we got the interpreter 
out of his room on some pretext or 
another, and while he was gone I con- 
fiscated the map from the book in 
which he kept it and concealed it in 
my sock underneath my legging. As 
I had anticipated, it later proved of 
the utmost value to me. 


I got it none too soon, for half an 


hour later we were on our way to 
Client. 
Our party consisted of five 


British officers and one French officer. 
At Ghent, where we had to wait for 
several hours for another train to take 
us direct to the prison camp in Ger- 
many, two other prisoners were added 
to our party. 


In the interval we were locked in a 


room at a hotel, a guard sitting at the 
door with a rifle on his knee. It would

was concerned, the war was over. 


-It occurred to me that if the eight 


of us iu that car could jump at a givea 
signal and seize those four Hun guards 
by surprise, we'd have a splendid 
chance of besting them and jumping 
off the train when it first slowed dow n, 
but when I passed the idea on to my 
comrades they turned it do\\n. Even 
if the plan worked out as gloriously 
as I had pictured, they pointed out, 
the fact that so many of us had es- 
caped would almost inevitably result 
in our recapture.

Nevertheless, I was determined that,

As we passed through xillage after

eluded that my one and only chance o 
getting free before we reached it \va 
through the window! 
I would have 


to go through that window \\hile the 
train .vas going full-speed, becau.se i 
I waited until it had slowed up o 
stopped entirely, it would be a simpli 
matter for the guards to overtake o 
shoot me. 


I opened the window. The guarc 


Vvho sat opposite me—so close that 
his feet touched mine and the stock 
of his gun which he held between his 
knees occasionally struck my foot— 
made no objection, imagining no doubt 
that I found the car too warm or that 
the smoke, with which the compart- 
ment was filled, annojed me. 


As I opened the window, the noise 


the train was making as it thundered 
along grew louder. It seemed to say: 
'Yourrc a forl if you do; you're a fool 


must have followed my escape, -ih?y 
probably didn't stop within half of a 
mile from the spot where I lay. 


I came to within a few minutes and 


when I examined mj-self and found no 
bones broken, I didn't stop to worry 
about my cuts and bruises, but jumped 
up w i t h the idea of putting as great a 
distance between mo and that track as 
possible before daylight came. Still be- 
ing dazed, I forgot all about the barbed 
wire fence along the right of way and 
ran full tilt into it. Right there I lost 
one of my two precious pieces of bread, 
uhich fell out of my knapsack, but I 
could not stop to look for it then. 


The one thing that was uppermost in 


my mind was that for the moment I 
was free, and it was up to me now to 
make the most of my liberty.

He falls S,000 feet and, escaping 
death by a miracle, awakes to find himself a prisoner in a Gorman 
hospital, with a bullet hole in'his mouth. 
After a few days iu the 
hospital, he is sent to a prison camp at Courtrai. 


CHAPTER V.—Continued. 


One man—and I think he was the 
smallest cater in the camp—won it on 
three successive days, but It was well 
for him that his luck deserted him on 
the fourth day, for he probably would 
have been handled rather roughly by 
the rest of the crowd, who were grow­ 
ing suspicious. 
But we handled the 
<lrawh.g ourselves and knew there was 
nothing crooked about it, so he was 
spared. 
We were allowed to buy pears, and 
being small and very hard, they were 
used as the stakes in many a game. 
J3ut the interest in these little games 
was as keen as if the stakes had been 
piles of money instead of two or three 
Jialf-starved pears. No man was ever 
so reckless, however, in all the betting 
as to wager his own rations. 
By the most scheming and sacrific­ 
ing I ever did in my life I managed to 
hoard two pieces of bread (grudgingly 
«spared at the time from my daily ra­ 
tions), but 1 wan preparing for the day 
when I should escape—if I ever should. 
It was not a sacrifice easily made 
•either, but instead of eating bread I 
•ate pears until I finally got one piece 
of bread ahead; and when I could 
force myself to stick to the pear diet 
iigain, I saved the other piece from 
O at day’s allowance, and in days to 
rome I had cause to crsdit myself fully 
for the foresight 
Whenever a new prisoner came in 
and his German hosts had satisfied 
themselves as to his life history and 
tak?n down all the details—that is all 
lie would give them—he was immedi­ 
ately surrounded by lifs fellow prison­ 
ers, who were eager for any bit of 
news or information he could possibly 
give I hem, and as a rule he was glad 
to tell us, because, If he had been in 
the hnnds of the Huns for any length 
of time, he had seen very few English 
officers. 
, 
The conditions of this prison were 
toad enough when a man was in nor­ 
mally good health, but it was barbar­ 
ous to subject a wounded soldier to 
the hardships and discomforts of the 
place. However, this was the fate of 
a poor private we discovered there one 
day in terrific pain, suffering from 
shrapnel In his stomach and back. All 
of us officers asked to have him sent 
to a hospital, but the doctors curtly 
refused, saying it was against orders. 
So the poor creature went on suffering 
from day to day and was still there 
when I left—another victim of C*er- 
/nan cruelty. 
At one time in this prison camp there 
v/ere a French marine, a French flying 
bilker, two Belgian soldiers, and of the 
United Kingdom one from Canada, two 
from England, three from Ireland, a 
■coupKTfrom Scotland, one from Wales, 
a man from South Africa, one from 
Algeria, and a New Zealander, the 
latter being from my own squadron, a 
* man whom I thought had been killed, 
and he was equally surprised when 
’brought into the prison to find me 
there. In addition there were a Chi- 
jiaman and myself from the U. S. A. 
It was quite a cosmopolitan group, 
and as one typical Irishman said, 
4,&ure, and we have every nation that’s 
•worth mentioning, including the darn 
Oermans with us whites." Of course 
this was not translated to the Ger­ 
mans, nor was it even spoken in their 
.hearing, or we probably would not 
lave had quite so cosmopolitan a bunch. 
Jflach man in the prison was ready to 
uphold his native country in auy argu­ 
ment that could possibly be started, 
and it goes without saying that I never 
took a back seat in any of them with 
say praise for America, with the Cana­ 
dian and Chinaman chiming in on my 
¿side. 
But they were friendly argu­ 
ments; we were all in the same boat 
*ind that was no place for quarreling. 
Every other morning, the weather 
alio a ins, we were taken to a large 
swimming pool and were allowed to 
licue a bath. 
There were two pools, 
oue for the German officers and one 
fcr the men. 
Although we were otfl- 
*cers, we bad to use the pool occupied 
by the men. While we were in swim- 
inh:g a German guard with a rifle 
across las knees sat at each corner of 
the pool and watched us closely as 
"\ve dressed and undressed.

?hese trips, so at no time could we 
talk without their knowing wliat was

Wla never we vq yq taken out of the 
jjrisv-n for any purpose they always 


lots of prisoners.

diers we passed on these occasions 
made no effort to hide their smiles 
and sneers. 
The Belgian people were apparent­ 
ly very curious to see us, and they 
used to turn out in large number? 
whenever the word was passed that 
we were out. 
At times the German 
guards would strike the women and 
children who crowded too close to us. 
One day I smiled and spoke to a 
pretty girl, and when she, replied, a 
German made a run for her. Luckily 
she stepped into the house before he 
reached her, or I am afraid my salu­ 
tation would have resulted seriously 
for her and I would have been power­ 
less to have assisted her. 
Whenever we 
passed a 
Belgian 
home or other building which had 
been wrecked by bombs by our airmen 
our guards made us stop a moment 
or two while they passed sneering 
remarks among themselves. 
One of the most interesting souve­ 
nirs I. have of my imprisonment at 
Courtrai is a photograph of a group 
of xis taken in the prison courtyard. 
The picture was made by one of the 
guards, who sold copies of it to those 
of us who were able to pay his 
price—one mark apiece. 
As we faced the camera I suppose 
we all tried to look our happiest, but 
the majority of us, I am afraid, were 
too sick at heart to raise a smile, 
even, for this occasion. 
One of our 
Hun guards is shown in the picture 
seated at the table. 
I am standing 
directly behind him, attired in my fly­ 
ing tunic, which they allowed me to 
wear all the time I was in prison, as 
is the usual custom with prisoners of 
war. 
Three of the British officers 
shown in the picture, in the ^fore­ 
ground, are clad in “shorts.” 
Through all my subsequent adven­ 
tures I was able to retain a print of 
this interesting picture, and although 
when I gaze at it now it only serves 
to increase my gratification at my ulti­ 
mate escape, it fills me with regret to 
think that my fellow prisoners were 
not so fortunate.. All of them by this' 
time are undoubtedly eating their 
hearts up in the prison camps of in­ 
terior Germany. 
Poor fellows! 
Despite the scanty fare and the re­ 
strictions we were under in this prison, 
we did manage on one occasion to ar­ 
range a regular banquet. 
The plan­ 
ning which was necessary helped to 
pass the time. 
At this time there were eight of us. 
We decided that the principal thing 
we needed to make the aifair a suc­ 
cess was potatoes, and I conceived a 
plan to get them. Every other after­ 
noon they took us for a walk in the 
country, and it occurred to me that 
it would be a comparatively simple 
matter for us to pretend to be tired 
and sit down when we came to the 
first potato patch. 
It worked out nicely. 
When we 
came to the first potato patch that 
afternoon, we told our guards that we 
wanted to rest a bit and we were 
allowed to sit down. 
In the course 
of the next five minutes each of us 
managed to get a potato or two. Be­ 
ing Irish, I got six. 
When we got back to the prison, I 
managed to steal a handkerchief full 
of sugar, which, with some apples that 
we were allowed to purchase, we eas­ 
ily converted into a *ort of jam, 
We now had potwtoes and jam, blit 
no bread. 
It happened that the Hun 
who had charge of the potatoes was 
a great musician. 
It was not ver7 
difficult to prevail upon him to play 
us some music, and while he went out 
to get his zither I went into the bread 
pantry and stole a loaf of bread. 
Most of us had saved some butter 
from the day before, and we used it 
to fry our potatoes. 
By bribing one 
of the guards, he bought some eggs for 
us. They cost 25 cents apiece, but we 
were determined to make this banquet 
a success, no matter what it cost. 
The cooking was done by the prison 
cook, whom,« of course! we had to 
bribe. 
When the meal was ready to serve 
it consisted of scrambled eggs, fried 
potatoes, bread and jam, and a pitcher 
of beer which we were allowed to buy.

It was for 
20 francs and was made payable to 
the order of “Mr. Pat O’Brien. 2nd 
Lieut.” 
Poor Jim forgot to scratch

value as a souvenir is just as great. 
When he gave it to me he had no idea 
that I would have an opportunity so 
soon afterward to cash it in person, 
although I am quite sure that what­ 
ever financial revere os I may be des­ 
tined to meet, my want will never be 
great enough to induce me to realize 
on that check. 
There was one subject that was 
talked about in this prison whenever 
conversation lagged, and I suppose it 
is the same in other prisons too. What 
were the chances of escape. 
Every man seemed to have a differ­ 
ent idea and one way, I suppose, was 
about as impracticable as another. 
None of us ever expected to get a 
chance to put our Ideas Into execution, 
but It was interesting speculation, and 
anyway one can never tell what op­ 
portunities might present themselves.

With the idea of stealing this map, 
accordingly, a lieutenant and I got in 
front of this interpreter’s window one 
day and engaged in a very hot argu­ 
ment as to whether Heidelberg was on 
the Rhine or not, and we argued back 
and forth so vigorously that the Ger­ 
man came out of his room, map in 
hand, to settle it. 
After the matter 
was entirely settled to our satisfac- 
ti< n, he went back into his room and 
I watched where he put the map. 
When, therefore, I learned that I was 
Oon my way to Germany, I realized that 
it was more important than ever for 
me to get that map, and with the help 
of my friend, we got the interpreter 
out of his room on some pretext or 
another, and while he was gone I con­ 
fiscated the map from the book in 
which he kept it and concealed it in 
my sock underneath my legging. 
As 
I had anticipated, it later proved of 
the utmost value to me. 
I got it none too coon, for half an 
hour later we were on our way to 
Ghent. 
Our party consisted of five 
British officers and one French officer. 
At Ghent, where we had to wait for 
several hours for another train to take 
us direct to the prison camp in Ger­ 
many, two other prisoners were added 
to our party. 
In the interval we were locked in a 
room at a hotel, a guard sitting at the 
door with a rifle on his knee. It would 
have done my heart good for the rest 
* 


of my life If t cotiM have gotten away 
then and fooled that Hun—he waa 90 
cocksure, 
Later we were marched to the train 
that was to convey jis to Germany, It 
consisted 
of some twelve coaches, 
eleven of those containing troops going 
home on leave, and the twelfth re­ 
served for us. 
We were placed In a 
fourth-class compartment with 
old, 
hard, wooden seats, a filthy floor and 
no lights save a candle placed there 
by a guard. 
There were eight of us 
prisoners and four guards. 
As we sat in the coach we wore an 
object of curiosity to the crowd who 
gathered at the station. 
“Ilope you have a nice trip I” one of 
them shouted sarcastically. 
“Drop me a line when you get to 
Berlin, will you?” shouted another in 
broken English. 
“When shall we see you again?” 
asked a third. 
“Remember me to your fMonds, will 
you? 
You’ll find plenty where you’re 
going!” shouted another. 
The German officers made no effort 
to repress the crowd, in fact, they

joined in the general laughter wdilch 
followed every sally. 
I called to a German officer who was 
passing our window. 
“You’re an officer, aren’t you?” I 
asked, respectfully enough. 
“Yes, what of it?” he rejoined. 
“Well, in England,” I said, “we let 
your officers who are prisoners ride 
first class. Can’t you fix it so that we 
can be similarly treated, or least be 
transferred to second-class compart­ 
ment?” 
“If I had my way,” he replied, “you’d 
ride with the hogs!” 
Then he turned to the crowd and 
told them of my request and how he 
had answered me, and they all laughed 
hilariously. 
This got me pretty hot. 
“That 
would 
be a d----- sight 
better than riding with the Germans!” 
I yelled after him, but if he consid­ 
ered that a good joke, he didn’t pass 
it on to the crowd. 
Some months later when I had the 
honor of telling my story to King 
George, he thought this incident was 
one of the best jokes he had ever 
heard. I don’t believe he ever laughed 
harder in his life. 
Before our train pulled out, 
our 
guards had to present their arms for 
Inspection and their rifles were loaded 
in our presence to let us know that 
they meant business. 
From the moment the train started 
on its way to Germany, the thought 
kept coming to my head that unless I 
could make my escape before we 
reached that reprisal camp I might as 
well make up my mind, as far as I 
was concerned, the war was over. 
'It occurred to me that if the eight 
of us in that car could jump at a given 
signal and seize those four Hun guards 
by surprise, we’d have a splendid 
chance of besting them and jumping 
off the train when it first slowed down, 
but when I passed the Idea on to my 
comrades they turned it down. Even 
if the plan worked out as gloriously 
as I had pictured, they pointed out, 
the fact that so many of us had es­ 
caped would almost inevitably result 
In our recapture. 
'Hie Iluns would 
have scoured Belgium till they had 
got us and then we would all be shot. 
Perhaps they were right. 
Nevertheless, I was determined that, 
no matter what the others decided to 
do, I was going to make one bid for 
freedom, come*wliat might, 
As we passed through village after 
village in Belgium and I realized that 
we were getting nearer and nearer to 
that dreaded reprisal camp, I con­ 
cluded that my one and only chance of 
getting free before we reached it was 
through the window 1 
I would have 
to go through that window while the 
train was going full-speed, because if 
I waited until it had slowed up or 
stopped entirely, It would be a simple 
matter for die guards to overtake or 
shoot me. 
I opened the window. 
The guard 
who sat opposite me—so close that 
his feet touched mine and the stock 
of his gun which he held between his 
knees occasionally struck my foot— 
made no objection, imagining no doubt 
that I found the cur too warm or that 
the smoke, with which the compart­ 
ment was filled, annoyed me. 
As I opened the window, the noise 
the train was making as it thuudered 
along grew louder, It seemed to say: 
“You’re a fool if you do; you’re a fool 
if you don’t—you’re a fool if you do— 
you’re z fool if 
doaV —uad 1 *aid 


to my**if "tli# wm k ttt It," 
closed down the window again* 
• 
As soon as the window was closed, 
the noise of the train naturally sub­ 
sided and Its spoed seemed to dimin­ 
ish, and my 
plan appealed 
to me 
s t r o n g e r than ever. 
I know the guard In front of me 
didn’t understand a word of English, 
and so, in a quiet tone of voice, I c*>n- 
fidod to the English officer who «at 
next me what I had planned to do. 
“For God’s sake, Pat, chuck it I” he 
urged. “Don’t be a lunatic! This rail­ 
road is double-tracked and rocfc-bal- 
lasted and the other track is on your 
side. 
You stand every chance in the 
world of knocking your brains out 
against the rails, or hitting a bridge or 
a whistling post, and If you oscapo 
those you will probably be hit by .an­ 
other train on the other track. 
You 
haven’t one chance in a thousand t o 
make It 1” 
There was a good deal of logic In 
what ho said, but I figured that once I 
was In that reprisal camp I might 
never have even one chance in a thou­ 
sand to escape, and the idea of re­ 
maining a prisoner of war indefinitely 
went against my grain. I resolved to 
take my chance now at the risk* of 
breaking my neck. 
The car was full of smoke. I looked 
across at the guard. lie was rather an 
old man, going home on leave, and he 
seemed to be dreaming of what was in 
store for him rather than paying any 
particular attention to me. Once In a 
while I had smiled at him, and I figured 
that he hadn’t the slightest idea of 
what was going through my mind all 
the time we had been traveling. 
I began to cough as though my throat 
was badly irritated by the smoke and 
then I opened the window again. This 
time the guard looked up and showed 
his disapproval, but did not say any­ 
thing. 
It was then 4 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing and would soon be light. I knew I 
had to do it right then, or never, as 
there would be no chauce to escape iu 
the daytime. 
I had on a trench coat that I had 
used as a flying coat and wore my 
knapsack, which I had constructed 
out or a gas bag brought into Courtrai 
by a British prisoner. 
In this I had 
•two pieces of bread, a piece of s*au- 
sage and a pair of flying mltt-ms. All 
of them had to go with mo through the 
window. 
The train was now going at a rate of 
between thirty and thirty-five miles an 
hour, and again it seemed to admonish 
me as it rattled along over the ties. 
“You're a fool if you do—you're a fo o l 
if you don’t. You’re a fool if you don’t 
—you’re a fool if you do. You’re a fool 
if you don’t.” 
I waited no longer. 
Standing upon 
the bench as if to put the bag on the 
Oielc juid taking hold of the rack with 
my left hand and a strap that hung 
from the top of the car with my right, 
I pulled myself up, shoved my feet and 
legs out of the window and let go. 
There was a prayer on my lips as I 
went out, and I expected a bullet be­ 
tween my shoulders, but it was all 
over in an instant. 
I landed on my left side and face, 
burying my face in the rock ballast, 
cutting it open and closing my l«»fc 
eye, skinning my hands and shins and 
straining my ankle. 
For a few mo­ 
ments I was completely knocked out, 
and if they shot at me through the 
window, in the first moments after, my 
escape, I had no way of knowing. 
Of course, if they could have stopped 
the train right then, they could easily 
have recaptured me, but at the speed it 
was going and in the confusion which 
must have followed my escape, they 
probably didn’t stop within half of a 
mile from the spot where I lay. 
I came to within a few minutes and 
when I examined myself and found no 
bones broken, I didn’t stop to worry 
about my cuts and bruises, but jumped 
up with the idea of putting as great n 
distance between me and that track aa 
possible before daylight came. Still be­ 
ing dazed, I forgot all about the barbed 
wire fence along the right of way and 
ran full tilt into it. Right there I lost 
one of my two precious pieces of bread* 
which fell out of my knapsack, but I 
could not stop to look for it then. 
The one thing that was uppermost in 
my mind was that for the moment I 
was free, and It was up to me now to 
make the most of my liberty.

Wounded in Action. 


Lieutenant Warren J. Miller, in a per- 


eonal letter to his parent's. Mr and Mrs. 
Geo. A. Miller, of Hanover street, gives 
a thrilling account of how he WHS injured 
in the leg, near the knee, by a ball from 
a machine gun lire, during the big drive 
on the battle line on July lOth^in France 
Mr Miller, who is a member of Co. E, 
59th Inf.. received hi« commission as 
Second Lieut, at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga. 
arrived in France iti May. 
We g'lan the 


following particulars from Li. ut Miller's 
letter: 


"We run the h—out of the Boechee, 


(Germans ) 1 got three of them and 
will get some more wbeu I get back. We 
had them on the run all day until we ran 
into their machine guns. The Fecond 
time we went "over the top" is when I 
got hit by a machine gun bullet. 


I don't know much that happened af- 


ter J was hit 
I was lying there a few 


seconds when a big shell exploded and 
knocked me about six feet into a big shell 
hole, there I was tafe frorn all but a big 
shell 
I set there and cut my trousers 


open arid dressed uiy wound with my 
first aid pouch. I thon got a stick and 
started out 
Had lost my bearing, but 


decided to get pome place, did not go far 
until I saw a German sentry on outpost 
duty, then I knew 1 was wrong, crawled 
a'ong the edge of a wheat field to within 
23 yards of him and shot twice, ^aw him 
tumble. 1 then retraced my steps and 
ran across a bunch of U. S soldiers who 
helped me back to the dieaaing station. 
I have been riding on stretchers and am 
bulance'.?. and thank heaven I haye a 
nice bed to sleep in 
They suie take 


good care of us here in the hospital?, and 
the Red Cross is doing fine wo-k, afeo the 
Y M C A. Do not worrv about me 1 
am getting al ing fine. I do not think 
the Kaieei will hold out long any more. 


On Monday evening, Aug 19th Mr. 


and Mrs. Miller re-reived the following 
telegram fro-n Washington: 


Deeply regret to intorm you that it is 


officially reported that Lieut. Warren J. 
Miller, Infantry, was wounded in action, 
July nineteenth, dfgree undetermined. 
He is still in Hospital and will soon be 
ready for dutv.
